Propose Full Telephone 
Extended Service Here 

Increased telephone rates—and a promise of better service— 
were being considered this week for Sierra Madre by the State 
Public Utilities Commission. 

Hearings began yesterday on a proposal to make interim tele¬ 
phone rate increases granted the Colifornia Water and Telephone 
Company permanent as well as 


on amended petition to in¬ 
crease rates here. 

Coupled with the rate in¬ 
crease petition was a request 
to eliminate all “local” service 
(for rate purposes) in Sierra 
Madre and institute non-op- 
tional extended service. 

This extended service would 
give Sierra Madre telephone 
subscribers the privilege of 
dialing direct, without toll 
charge, the following three ex¬ 
changes in addition to the lo¬ 
cal CUster exchange: SYcamore 
(Pasadena), DOuglas (Arcadia) 
and ELliott (Monrovia). 

Here is what would happen 
to the chorges: 

The present rates of $3.25. 
$2.75 cmd $2.25 monthly for 
one-party, two-party and four- 
party residential service, re¬ 
spectively, would be elimin¬ 
ated. 

Present one-party residential 
extended service would go from 
$3.75 to $4.50 a month; two-

A former newspaperman, Mr. 
Humphries was a correspondent 
for the Los Angeles Times be¬ 
fore World War I. His adver¬ 
tising and photographic ideas 
while serving on this and other 
newspapers were aiways clev¬ 
er. In England, he was one of 
the first photographers to take 
panoramic pictures. 

Mr. Humphries collected old 
newspapers and books and used

was outtined by three City 
Councilmen at Tuesday's noon 
luncheon meeting of the Ki- 
wonis Club. 

Mayor William A. Kinney, 
Councilman Henry Korsmeier, 
and Councilman Noren Eaton 
said Sierra Madreans could ex¬ 
pect tangible street action soon.

Sierra Madre’s group of fire 
fighters are as normal as any 
other group of humans who get 
together for a meeting. 

We do not always agree on 
the topic at hand, nor do we 
hesitate about saying so. Each 
fellow says what he thinks and 
tells his brother fire fighter (in 
no soft language) about it. 
Some of us or most of us, are 
without training in public 
speaking, so we therefore re¬ 
spect "plain words. 

We have vital problems to 
adjust that pertain to fire pro¬ 
tection. Each who is Interested 
•gives his view. (Sometimes 
there are some dandies.) At 
times the subject matter reach¬ 
es a stage where it is no longer 
recognized, but a final decis¬ 
ion will be reached that brings 
peace through a majority vote. 

Because we are normal peo¬ 
ple and not saints—we are 
bound to meet with the sad re¬ 
sults that accompany contro¬ 
versy. Misunderstandings arise 
and feelings are hurt. At times 
it may appear that friends 
must part. Time goes on. A 
vote is cast. Majority rules and 
it’s all over. 

There is only one Gierra Ma¬ 
dre Fire Department and long 
may It live. Among this out¬ 
fit there are many opinions. 
We can’t all be right. 

There is never a question as 
to whether a member is inter¬ 
ested in the prevention of fire. 
A man in the organization who 
is not, would soon be an out¬ 
cast. Outward appearances may 
impress that only the social in¬ 
terests retain the membership. 

Men are picked because of 
their anxiety about the danger 
of fire. He must be willing to 
join the group in their efforts 
to encourage the populace to 
keep Sierra Madre safe from 
fire. Each fellow is so enwrap¬ 
ped in the prevention of fire 
and its extinguishing that he 
feels everyone else must feel 
the same way. 

We earnestly plead with our 
residents to do everything pos¬ 
sible to keep fires from get¬ 
ting started. To keep trained 
to fight fires is an essential. 
To fight fires is thrilling and 
costly. We’d rather not have 
the thrill to save the cost. The 
equipment is much easier kept 
in good order if it Is not used 
to fight fires and a whole lot 
less costly. Everything is in the 
favor of the entire city if fires 
do not get started. 

We fellows can keep inter¬ 
ested in the fire department 
work by continuous drills and 
noisy friendly meetings with a 
picnic or social dinner once in 
awhile thrown in. We ask no 
favors only that fires be left 
unstarted.

That is the one Ray Shields is building in his garage-workshop 
at 395 Mariposa. ^ 

Mr. Shields began construction nearly a year ago on a steam- 
driven scale-model of a Union 
Pacific 4-8-4 train locomotive. 

He has been working on it “off 
and on’’ ever since. 

And the end is not yet in 
sight. Mr. Shields, a toolmaker 
by trade, estimates that the 
project will take another two 
years to complete. 

For this is no ordinary train 
model. It is being made to 
“three-fourth scale’’ specifica¬ 
tions—that is, % of an inch on 
the model equals one foot of 
the actual locomotive. 

Including the tender, the 
train will measure approxi¬ 
mately six feet in length and 
weigh between 200 and 300 
pounds. Running on a %-lnch 
wide track, the locomotive will 
operate under around 125 
pounds steam pressure. 

Mr. Shields is making most

The city Is supposed to main¬ 
tain dedicated streets In “the 
condition they were In when 
turned over to the city." 

Although the city will not 
pave unimproved streets, the 
Council has indicated that It 
might deviate from its policy 
and allow the oiling of the 
"dust bins." 

City Attorney T. Guy Corn- 
yn this week was Instructed 
to see if funds other than the 
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before the tracks are removed," 
he added. “When they are re¬ 
moved the pavement at Kerst- 
ing Court can be lowered and 
a more satisfactory job done." 

The city now has $85,975 in 
state gas tax money and $13,- 
400 in county money for street 
repairs, and it will get addi¬ 
tional state money and another 
$47000 in county money next 
year. 

This amount, however, will 
not cover all the priority proj¬ 
ects. Some city money no doubt 
will have to be budgeted, and 
it is unlikely that more than 
a few of the projects can be 
done this year. 

Few of the streets, other than 
these major streets, will be re¬ 
graded Shatto said, “There is 
no outlook for the entire city 
to get good streets." 

He pointed out that some of 
the streets can be “seal coat¬ 
ed” to provide a smooth sur¬ 
face. And the Council has de¬ 


clared itself in favor of "filling 
the chuck holes." 

In the Fall of 1948 the Coun¬ 
cil approved the “seal coating” 
of 22 sections of streets. Many 
of these were completed by 
city crews. The expenditure 
was approximately $18,000. But 
this represented the first “ma¬ 
jor" step toward street im¬ 
provement here in many years. 

The street program set up by 
the Council last year called for 
expenditures totalling $113,357 
of which $8200 would be out of 
the city general fund. The pri¬ 
ority projects, however, now 
are expected to cost consider¬ 
ably more than that with the 
installation of necessary storm 
drains. 

For streets that are presently 
unimproved, such as those that 
constitute dust hazards to resi¬ 
dents, it has been the policy of 
the Council to require residents 
to form assessment districts to 
pay the cost of improvement.

reworking of the plans. Shatto 
said the change was necessary 
to place the storm drain on 
the east side of Baldwin. 

“If the former engineer had 
drawn up the plans wrong, we 
should have been told about it, 
and he should have been call¬ 
ed in to fix them if they were 
wrong—after all the taxpayers 
paid for the job oncq and they 
shouldn’t have to pay twice,” 
Barter said, 

Shatto admitted that he had 
not called Pack to discuss the 
plans that Pack had drawn. 
The city engineer said that he 
shifted the location of the 
.storm drain, requiring new 
plans, because a .short section 
of old drain at Kersting Court 
on the west side of the street 
was no longer serviceable. 

Pack declared that he was 
ready to go to the Council to 
defend his work. 

"The Council will find that 
the bids they got on Ihe drain 
will be as high or higher than 
last fall regardless of weather,” 
Pack said. 

He added that he was well 
aware of the old drain, ap¬ 
proximately 130 feet long, at 
Kersting Court but that it 
could be used “for several more 
years.” 

“Why not use it until it is 
necessary to replace it,” he 
added. “It would cost no more 
then than now. 

“Both at the intersections of 
Highland and of Sierra Madre 
boulevard it is advantageous 
to have the drain on the west 
side for the collection of water. 

“In my opinion, the original 
plans represent the best deve¬ 
lopment of the street both from 
a water collection standpoint 
and from an economical stand¬ 
point,” Pack said. "Actual cost 
of Installing the full storm 
drain on either side of the 
street would be about the same 
—the loss here is in the double 
cost of drawing up the plans.” 

Shatto said that under his 
plan the city would have to 
raise about $17,000 toward the 
total cost of approximately 
,$25,000 for the storm drain. 
Pack declared that he had the 
cost completely accounted for 
so that it could come from 
both state and county gas tax 
funds. 

Importance to the taxpayer 
of this disagreement is the de¬ 
lay in street improvements and 
the additional cost, it was 
brought out. 

Next on the list for develop¬ 
ment is Sierra Madre boulevard 
from Baldwin to Auburn. The 
storm drain here has already 
been installed. 

Shatto said that he is begin¬ 
ning plans for this work, but 
Councilman Noren Eaton de¬ 
clared that the uncertainty of 
the time for removal of the 
P. E. tracks may hold up this 
job.

Study and training is one of 
the main purposes of Pro 
America. We will not compro¬ 
mise with fundamental princi¬ 
ples of our representative re¬ 
publican form of government 
as set forth in the Constitu¬ 
tion.” 

In response to many inquir¬ 
ies concerning the aims and 
policies or Pro America, the 
following information is pre¬ 
sented : 

Pro America was organized 
in Seattle, Wash., in 1933; the 
name was suggested by Mrs. 
Theodore Roosevelt, Sr., mean¬ 
ing “For the American system 
of government.” It is a nation¬ 
al, independent organization of 
women who are interested in 
work in the field of politics 
and political education. It in¬ 
cludes in its membership and 
among its officers: Republic¬ 
ans, old line Democrats, and 
women who have never been 
members of any political party. 

Pro America is not non-par¬ 
tisan. No one can vote "non¬ 
partisan.” In order to do ef¬ 
fective political work in the 
primaries and in the final elec¬ 
tions, Pro America believes that 
in a two-party system it is nec¬ 
essary to affiliate for such

party from $3.50 to $4, and a 
new four-party extended resi¬ 
dential service would be set at 
$3.25. 

Business local one-party rate 
of $4.25 a month and two-party 
of $3.75 would be eliminated. 
Business extended service for 
one-party would go from $7.50 
to $11 a month and a new two- 
party business extended service 
at $7.50 a month would be in¬ 
augurated. 

Pay stations would be put on 
extended service and each call 
would bo 10 cents whether the 
call were local or extended 
(now 5 cents). The minimum 
daily semi-public coin box 
service would go from the pres¬ 
ent 15 cents a day to 28 cents 
a day or $1.25 a month. 

These are the rates asked by 
the company. Additional hear¬ 
ings will be held by the Com¬ 
mission during June. 

According to District Man¬ 
ager Ralph Dutro of the tele¬ 
phone company, the extended 
service program for the entire 
city could be Instituted this 
fall if the Commission grants 
the petition in August or Sep¬ 
tember.
